BELFAST (AP) — Terrorists threw 
a hand grenade into a busload of 
Roman Catholic workers in a Belfast 
suburb today, killing one and injuring 
nine, as Northern Ireland’s Catholic 
and Protestant guerrillas squared off 
for all-out war against each other. 
Security chiefs believed the 
bus 
ambush was the work of Protestant 
e x tre m ists. 
They 
anticipated 
retaliation by the Catholics of the Irish 
Republican Army. 
The bus was passing through a quiet 
Protestant suburb of Belfast, taking 


the workmen to the site of a new 
Catholic school. A man with a stick 
limped in front of the vehicle, and the 
driver slowed alm ost to a halt. Two 
men ran up. lobbed a fragm entation 
grenade through an open window and 
escaped. 
Two of the wounded w ere reported in 
critical condition, and the injuries of 
th re e 
o th ers 
w ere 
“ ex tre m ely 
serious,” police said. 
The bombing raised to 697 the con­ 
firm ed death toll in V^t 
years of 
religious w arfare in Northern Ireland.

U.S. copters fly Red 
general -to peace meet 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. helicopters 
flew to a jungle rendezvous today, 
picked up the Viet Cong general who 
directed the 1968 Tet offensive against 
Saigon and flew him back to join a 
peacekeeping commission. 
Five years alm ost to the day since 
the start of the 1968 attack on Saigon, 
the U.S. helicopter crew s brought Lt. 
Gen. T ran Van T ra and 28 other Viet 
Cong m en to Tan Son Nhut Air Base. 
Tra is the 55-year-old deputy m ilitary 
com m ander of the elusive COSVN, the 
Com m unists’ Central Office for South 
Vietnam. As chief Viet Cong m em ber 


of the four-party joint m ilitary com ­ 
mission, he likely holds the key to the 
release of Am erican prisoners of w ar 
held in South Vietnam. 
Seven U.S. helicopters m arked with 
white stripes picked up Tra and his 
men at Loc Ninh, a rubber plantation 
town 75 miles north of Saigon which 
T ra ’s forces captured last year.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Pen­ 
tagon said it expects to receive from 
North Vietnam today the m issing list of 
U.S. prisoners of w ar held in Laos. 
P en tag o n sp o k esm an J e rry W. 
Friedheim said the list was to be turned 
over to U.S. diplom ats in Paris by 
North Vietnam ese officials and tran ­ 
sm itted to W ashington. 
“ We do expect it to include all 
Am ericans held in Laos, m ilitary and 
civilian, held by North Vietnam and 
Pathet Lao,” he said. 
U.S. prisoners held in Laos were not 
included in the two lists given U.S. 
officials in P aris Saturday identifying 
555 A m ericans held captive in North 
and South Vietnam and 55 others who 
died in enem y cam ps. But once U.S. 
officials realized the POWS in Laos 
were m issing from the list, the United 
States pressed North Vietnam for those 
names. 
The Pentagon previously listed six 
Am ericans captive in Laos and 311 
missing. Two of the six turned up on the 
list of those held in North Vietnam. 
Although only a sm all num ber had 
been listed as captured, the Pentagon 
believes that other men carried as 
missing were taken alive by enemy 
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forces in Laos. Most of the missing 
there are pilots shot down in air strikes 
against the jungle supply routes known 
as the Ho Chi Minh trail. 
The Pentagon has charged that

captives, failed to account for 56 other 
GIS known to have been prisoners of 
w ar in Southeast Asia. Officials are 
hoping the Laotian list will swell the 
num ber of POWS to be released by the 
Communists beginning next week.

Asked if White House aides m ight be 
called to testify, Ervin said he intends 
to subpoena witnesses if he believes 
they have inform ation “ regardless of 
the positions they hold.”

The U.S. Command announced that 
another A m erican adviser was slightly 
wounded W ednesday in coastal Binh 
Dinh province. He was hit by a terrorist 
explosive, the Command said. He was 
the sixth Am erican wounded since the 
cease-fire went into effect. 
Foreign M inister Tran Van Lam of 
South Vietnam returned from Paris 
and Washington and said he believed 
the fighting will stop once the in­ 
ternational truce team s are in place. 
He said if there is a large North 
Vietnam ese invasion, “ the countries in 
the agreem ent are com m itted to act 
but it is up to them to decide what to 
do.”

The next briefing 
was scheduled for 3 p.m. 
S te n n is’ a d m in istra tiv e a ssista n t, 
William Cresswell, said Stennis was 
“very a le rt” when visited Wednesday 
night by his wife, Coy, and son, John 
Hampton Stennis. He said John visited 
briefly again today about 5:30 a.m . 
Police and FBI agents, meanwhile, 
checked police files and visited several 
high schools in an effort to learn the 
identity of two teen-agers who are be­ 
lieved responsible for shooting Stennis 
outside his n o rth w est W ashington 
home Tuesday night.

Ohio Assembly eyes vote reforms 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 1973 
legislature, seemingly bent on election 
reform s, has before it a proposal that 
would require autom atic recounts of 
races that som etim es drag on for 
weeks and months at the expense of the 
candidates. 
Rep. John Sweeney, D-14 Cleveland 
Heights, introduced a bill Wednesday 
that would require another count if the 
winning m argin was one-half of one per 
cent or less of the vote total or less than 
1,000 votes, whichever is less.

apply 
to 
nominations, 
candidate contests, issues, or questions 
that might be placed on any local or 
state ballot. Sweeney’s bill w'as among 
five proposing election changes which 
were received at a W ednesday skeleton 
session of the House. 
The

scheduled floor votes Tuesday on five 
proposed constitutional am endm ents 
which backers hope to place before 


voters in the May prim ary. They in­ 
clude the Vietnam veterans’ bonus, and 
a proposal to provide property tax 
relief for farm ers. 
Other am endm ents slated for a vote 
in the House would perm it tandem 
election of the governor and lieutenant 
governor, authorize state legislators to 
receive expenses now prohibited, and 
revise adm inistrative and procedural 
rules of the General Assembly. 
The farm property tax am endm ent 
loomed as the only one virtually sure of 
passage after bipartisan agreem ent on 
an am endm ent that would leave im­ 
plem en tatio n 
larg e ly

to

sponsors of both parties, and it cam e 
out of the House Ways and M eans Com­ 
m ittee by a vote of 18-0. 
Republicans are seeking to finance 
the $300 million veterans’ bonus from 
the general revenue fund, rath er than 
from an increase in property taxes, so 


that a floor fight m ay be expected on 
that issue. D em ocratic sponsors claim 
a .6-mill property levy to retire the 
bonds over a 15-year period is the best 
way.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a move to 
increase consum er food supplies and 
meet rising export com m itm ents, the 
Nixon adm inistration has opened the 
way for farm ers to produce record corn 
and soybean crops this year. 
The A griculture D epartm ent Wed­ 
nesday added m ore land to potential 
crop production this year by lowering 
the acreage that farm ers m ust take out 
of production in order to qualify for 
governm ent paym ents. 
One result could be a record six- 
billion-bushel corn crop and soybean 
production of 1.5 billion bushels. 
Prices of wheat, soybean and feed 
grain have clim bed since last sum m er 
as a result of heavy exports and 
grow ing 
d em an d s 
by 
d o m estic 
producers of livestock, poultry and 
dairy products. 
“ Our aim is to see that prices get no 
stronger than they a re ,” said Kenneth

Under the new strategy, producers of 
corn, sorghum , and barley will have to 
idle 25 per cent of their acreage base in 
1973 to qualify for full governm ent 
benefits.

U.S. airlines end plans 
for SST in near future 


NEW YORK (A P) — Decisions of the 
nation’s two largest international 
airlines not to exercise options to buy 
the controversial Concorde has prob­ 
ably ended the possibility of American 
carriers using supersonic planes in the 
next few years. 
Pan American World Airways an­ 
nounced Wednesday 
it 
would 
not 
exercise its options to buy seven of the 
British French planes because studies 
showed the aircraft “ has significantly 
less range, less payload and higher 
operating costs" than present wide­ 
bodied jets. Besides, the carrier added, 
the Concorde would require “ sub­ 
stantially higher fares.” 
Trans World Airlines said it would 
recommend that its board of directors 
not exercise its options on six Con­ 
cordes because “ first priority must be 
given to the improvement and ex­ 
pansion of our present subsonic fleet." 
The airline also said it had “ some 
serious question as to the economic 
viability of the Concorde on TWA's 
system.” 
Pan Am and TW A are regarded as 


industry leaders, particularly in 
overseas routes where the Concorde 
would be useful, and their decision to 
scrap the options is expected to affect 
the thinking of other airlines. 
Four other U.S. carriers hold options 
on the $50-60 million plane, which is 
scheduled for delivery sometime in 
1974 American and Eastern have op­ 
tions to buy six planes each; Braniff 
and Continental have options on three 
planes each. 
Braniff is the only one of the four that 
has displayed much enthusiasm for the 
Concorde. It says the plane would be 
ideal for its Latin American flights, but 
Braniff doesn’t want to be the first 
carrier to try out the new aircraft. 
The major attraction of the plane is 
its speed — more than twice the speed 
(rf sound. It can whisk a maximum of 
128 passengers from New' York to Paris 
in about three hours. 
Its major drawbacks are its price, 
four times higher than originally 
quoted; its passenger capacity, less 
than half that of many planes now' in 
use; and the noise it generates.

A twelfth of the way into the new 
year, 
the 
fallout 
of 
broken 
resolutions already is substantial, 
Another month or so will see a large 
percentage of the year’s end good 
intentions fallen bv the wayside. 


This judgment, based 
experience, derives new 
on past 
support 
from a clinical study made by two 
psychologists at the University of 
Wisconsin 
in 
Madison. 
The 


psychologists, 
Profs. 
G. 
Alan 
Marlatt and Burt Kaplan, sought to 
learn more about how the exercise of 
will 
power 
or 
self-control 
may 
change personal behavior. Their 
findings, based on study of 128 


student volunteers, point 
to the 
conclusion that resolutions are not 
generally a very useful means of 
changing our ways. 


This is true in particular, it seems, 
of resolutions to stop an old activity 
— a "bad habit” of some sort. On the 
average, such resolutions were kept 
only 32 days, while resolutions to 
start some new activity lasted 51 
days. 


It also turned out that young 
women make more resolutions than 
young men. and keep them longer: 
the girls, on the average, made 3.2 
resolutions and adhered to them for 
44 
days; 
the 
men 
made 
2.6 


resolutions and kept them for 41 
days. 
Tile jackpot question is: Why were 
resolutions broken? For answer the 
psychologists had to depend on the 
volunteers’ own judgments. It is 
noteworthy that 30 per cent said they 
broke resolutions deliberately. Ten 
percent blamed mere forgetfulness; 
more than one-third blamed circum­ 
stances beyond their control.

WASHINGTON — You could never 
mistake Lyndon Baines Johnson's 
origins He was a Texan through and 
through, schooled in the politics of that 
state where political life is a form of 
guerrilla warfare.

The council found that with few 
exceptions, women are still stuck in 


lo w paying 
jobs 
and 
encounter 
discrimination when they seek more 
lucrative careers. Its first report on the 
e c o n o m ic 
status of women 
was 
released Tuesday. 
More fact-finding and discussion of

in 
helping 
women improve their situation 
is 
needed, the council said. 
The council cited examples of job 
prejudice against women: "som e 
clients reject women lawyers, some 
customers

It said employers often exaggerate 
the risk of a woman’s job instability or 
her potential unacceptability to his 
clientele, and they screen her out of ad­

SEWING FASHION FABRICS 
Let the winter winds blow — it’s 
spring in the fabric stores! Among this 
year’s spring fabrics, you'll find more 
woven synthetics, such as Quia na and 
texturized polyester. 
These woven synthetics present one 
big sewing problem — puckering. To 
avoid puckering 
in 
seams, 
hems, 
zippers, and facings, follow these tips: 
Use a fine needle, size 9 to ll. The 
needle must be sharp; a burred needle 
pulls threds. producing a puckery look. 
Sharp scissors are a must. too. 
Use a synthetic thread — either 
cot ton-covered polyester core or spun- 
varn type. 
Adjust the sewing machine until both 
upper and lower tensions are loosely 
balanced. 
Keep the pressure on the pressor foot 
as light as possible, but heavy enough 
to let the fabric feed evenly through the 
machine. Too much pressure keeps the 
top layer of fabric 
from 
feeding 
through as fast as the bottom layer and 
seam puckering results. Try using 
hand tension to help the fabric feed 
through evenly. Don't pull the fabric, 
just apply firm hand tension behind 
and in front of the needle. 
Use a’ throat plate with a small round 
opening rather than the throat plate 
with the wide oval opening used for 
zigzagging. If you have no other plate, 
tape paper over the throat plate so the 
needle creates a smaller hole. 
Sew at a moderate even pace with 
few stops and starts. 
Other hints: Puckering is more acute 
with straight seam s, so select a pat­ 
tern with bias or cross-wise grain 
seam s. Preshrink all findings, 
in­ 
cluding zippers. Most woven synthetics 
ravel, so a seam finish may be needed.

PERMANENT CARE LABELING 
As of July 3, 1972, a new permanent 
care labeling rule by the Federal Trade 
Commission was put into effect. This 
ruling states that all ai Licles of clothing 
manufactured after July 3 must con­ 
tain perm anent labels explaining 
laundering 
or 
dry 
cleaning ' in­ 
structions, including what not to do 
when caring for the garment. Ex­ 
ceptions include “articles intended to 
be sold at retail for $3 or less which are 
completely washable under all normal 
circumstances” and articles whose 
“utility or appearance would be sub­ 
stantially impaired” by attaching a 
label. The law applies also to home 
sewing fabrics, which must be labeled 
on the bolt and on separate labels to be 
given to each consumer when the 
purchase is made.

RESPONSIBILITIES 
—When you shop: Use care labels to 
predict perform ance and cost of 
upkeep in choosing which items to buy. 
E xpect

The purpose is to prepare enlisted 
men, all volunteers for the program, 
for the job of making Army generals 
and their families more comfortable. 
Or, as an Army spokesman explains it, 
“to put the commanding officer and his 
family in the forefront of the Army 
installation and the community." 
Some program critics call the per­ 
sonal aides servants. Most generals get 
one aide 
for 
each 
star 
on 
their 
shoulders. 


During a visit to Ft. Lee, an officer 
was asked directions to the training 
school. “An enlisted aides course9” he 
said “Oh, you mean the charm school. 
Over there.” 


He pointed to a two-story. World War 
11-era 
building 
that 
has 
been 
remodeled to include five apartments. 
Each resembles a general’s quarters 
and includes a living room, dining 
room, two bedrooms and a bathroom. 
Red and white carnations are carefully 
arranged on many tables. 
The Army’s enlisted aides course has 
been located in the building since the 
program started in January 
1969. 
Courses are given six times a year, and 
the Army 
reports a 
total 
of 404 
graduates. The waiting list of generals 
requesting aides is now at about 80. 
Some generals don’t ask for aides, 
according to the spokesman. 
He said soldiers spend 70 hours 
learning the duties and responsibilities 
of an enlisted aide, 109 hours on 
management of dining facilities and 
137 hours on “the advanced principles 
of cooking, baking and garnishing.” 
Duties listed in the course outline 
include pet care, cleaning a general’s 


quarters, care of officer’s uniform and 
equipm ent, preparation of center 
pieces and ice carvings and watering 
plants.

i ’d say at least half of the tow was 
afraid, especially the fellows who 
depended on to u rists—like m e,” 
Tommy Combs, owner of a small 
motel, said 
C arrollton, population 4,200, is 
situated on U.S. 42, halfway between 
Louisville and Cincinnati. It has both 
the Ohio and Kentucky rivers on its 
borders, but isn’t a port of call for ei­ 
ther of them. 
For years, the steady parade of cars 
and trucks poured through the town, a 
percentage (rf them stopping for rest, 
food or lodging and making Carrollton 
just a little bit richer. 
Then, in the summer of 1969,1-71 was 
opened to traffic. 
“So many people here made the 
remark that they’d seen other towns 
where the interstates killed ‘em ,” 
Randall Kelly, a liquor store clerk, re­ 
called. 
But, for Carrollton, it wasn’t that 
way at all. If anything, the community 
lias prospered since that summer day 
in 1969 and the concrete snake called I- 
71 has helped it. 
“When the 
interstate road first 
opened, we had a reduction in traffic 
flow, of course,” H. C. Fryman, 
assistant cashier at a local bank, said. 
“ But this was mainly heavy trucks 
and that sort of thing and those people 
weren’t stopping here much anyway. 
For them, our being centrally located 
didn’t mean much. They just wanted to 
get to Louisville or Cincinnati as fast as 
they could,” he added. 
William G. “ Butch” Livesay, who 
operates a restaurant and bar, figures 
the profit and loss regarding the in­ 
terstate just about balanced out as far 
as Carrollton was concerned. 


And having a state park next door 
was the key, he said. 
“Sure there was a lot of traffic here 
on 42, but the volume is probably 
double or triple that on 1-71 and if 
you’ve got that many people on the 
interstate, there are bound to be more 
that stop off,” he said. 
“And, in the summer, we have a lot 
of tourist trade and Gen. Butler State 
Park brings a lot of that,” his wife, 
Lynne, said. 
Then, too, Carrollton now is the 
world’s second largest Burley tobacco 
market “ and I think that helps bring 
people into the town,” waitress Emma 
Sherman said. 
During the 15 years that 1-71 was on 
the drawing board, industry came to 
Carrollton. Dow Corning has a plant 
just 
outside 
town; 
a 
division 
of 
American Can Co. is situated closer to 
the city limits and Kentucky Utilities 
Co. has an expanding power plant eight 
miles north, at Ghent, Ky. 
“We never would have bought up this 
plant site except for the interstate,” 
Arthur Mandell, plant manager for 
American Can’s MAT chemical plant, 
said, adding that he employs 310 
persons. 
Of course, everyone couldn’t profit 
from the new road. “ It always happens 
to a small town. When you get good 
roads leading out of it, your customers 
leave home to shop,” grocer Harold 
Carlisle said. 
"But, really, I can’t see much dif­ 
ference in my business,” he added. 
Neither can Combs, the hotel owner. 
“I 
believe there are 
as 
many 
traveling people spending money in 
Carrollton as there were when they 
traveled old 42,” Combs said.

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Thorns seen in rosy economic picture

N EW YORK (A P) —■ You can detect 
in President Nixon’s economic report 
to Congress the satisfaction of a man 
who feels he has wrestled some very 
big economic problems and now has 
them nearly tamed and responsive to 
his will. 
While the general prediction is that it 
will be another “ very good” year, he 
said, “ I believe it can be a great year.” 
And in the spirit of things he has set 
some goals that critics might think 
quite optimistic. 
But it is clear too that he is extremely 
wary that these very same problems, 
inflation especially, might challenge 
his leadership. It can be a great year, 
he said, only if we are prudent. By 
implication: more restraint, less self- 
indulgence. 
These are some of the pocketbook 
goals the President has set: 
—A continued reduction in the in­ 
flation rate to around 3 per cent, 
averaged out for the year, and a rate of 
even less than that during the final 
months of 1973. 
This is a critical goal and one to 
watch all year long. Many private 
economists feel the rate will be 3.5 per 
cent or above. Moreover, they fear it 
might be rising rather than falling as 
the year progresses. 
It also is a goal that can be reached 
only by a bumpy road. Food is expected 
to make headlines in the next few 
weeks as record-high 
farm 
prices 
arrive at the checkout counter. It won’t 
seem like inflation is receding. 
The administration concedes it has 
set its sights high, and it appears to be 
relying both on the self-discipline of 


producers and consumers in exercising 
restraint, and the discipline of the big 
stick it hasn’t used so far. 
—Less optimism is shown in regard 
to employment. It is even suggested 
that the level of idleness that must be 
tolerated has been raised from 4 per 
cent of the work force to 4.5 per cent, at 
least for 1973. 
The job goal is for a jobless rate of 
about 4.5 per cent by late in the year, 
compared with 5.6 per cent last year

Study 5 office complexes 
to satisfy state's needs

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P) - The Ohio 
Department of Public Works has been 
developing a long range plan for stale 
office spare needs that focuses cm the 
construction of about five small office 
complexes in downtown Columbus, 
Public Works Director R 
Wilson 
Neff said Wednesday that he favors 
building “ a few” small office com­ 
plexes rather than renting space or 
building another structure like the 41- 
story office tower now under con­ 
struction. 
Neff said his department is studying 
the state's space needs for the next 15 
years with an eye towards meeting 
Gov, John Gilligan's goal of centralized 
offices in Columbus. 
“ We would feel that the state should 
own its own complexes,” the director 
said. 
“ Obviously, something needs to be 
done if the state departments are going 
to be combined in a central location. 
he said “ Our feeling is that we want to 
go to smaller buildings which maintain 
a functional identity and that are more 
noticeable to the public." 
As an example, Neff said, “ It is 
natural to think of the Public Utilities 


Commission of Ohio and the Depart­ 
ments of Commerce and Insurance in a 
commercial building.” 
He also suggested combination of the 
departments of Employment Services 
and Welfare and the Bureau of Work­ 
men’s Compensation in a social ser­ 
vices building. 
Neff said the buildings should be 
small enough to be convenient to the 
public, but he added, “ Guessing what 
size these offices are going to tx* is an 
exercise in itself."

WASHINGTON (AP) - On his first 
day as secretary of defense, Elliot L. 
Richardson

"I hope to have an answer pretty 
soon," said Richardson. 
The issue was raised Wednesday 
during Richardson’s first news con­ 
ference. and the secretary replied he 
had asked that question himself after 
taking office the previous day. 
The new Pentagon chief didn’t say to 
whom his question was directed, but it 
seemed obvious he was referring to the 
White House and, more specifically, to 
the office of presidential adviser Henry 
Kissinger. 
Despite the Vietnam ceasefire, U.S. 
planes have hit Communist positions in 
Laos for four consecutive days. All the 
Pentagon will say is that American 
aircraft are continuing operations “at 
the request of the royal 
Laotian 
government.’’

And OSHA officials 
admitted that the remaining com­ 
panies could also have been found 
guilty of something if the OSHA of­ 
ficials had looked hard enough." 


THE “ Nix On OSHA” Committee, 
which is part of a nationwide network 
of such groups started by the con­ 
servative John Birch Society, has 
stated: “ After almost 200 years of the 


greatest productivity and technological 
advance in the history of mankind, the 
federal government apparently has

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio farm ­ 
ers sweat and strained this year to 
switch a disastrous growing season into 
a delightful payoff. 
They hiked their total estimated 
income by 7 per cent, up to $1,591 
billion. That gave them an edge over 
1971 of about $104 million. 
B u t , before celebrating, Ohioans 
have to count heavy extra costs har­ 
vesting their bogged-down crops and 
more banged-up machinery than any 
year ought to exact. No one really 
knows the total toll, may never know. 


“It was one of the most frustrating 
seasons," said Dan C. Tucker, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture statistical 
chief in Columbus, one of the wettest 
falls in the books. 
After IO months of 1972, Ohio figured 
to cash in 13 per cent more income than 
in the previous year. The comparison 
through October was $1,251 billion last 
year compared to $1,115 billion in the 
first IO months of 1971-and 1971 was a 
banner crop year. 
But, at normal harvest time the 
fields were nearly bottomless mud. The 
entire crop still isn’t harvested, despite 
three January weeks of hard fields on 
which machinery could maneuver. 
Tucker estimated that 95 per cent of 
both corn and soybean crops are in at 
month’s end. 
Soybeans 
suffered 
m ost. 
T ht 
average 1972 yield was 27 bushels to the 
acre, compared to 30.5 bushels in 1971. 
But, the average price per bushel this 
year was $3.40 a bushel compared to 
only $3.04 a bushel in 1971. 
That makes the soybean crop work 
$278 million in 1972, only $247 million in 
1971. 
Corn enjoyed a sim ilar edge. 
Average yield was 90 bushel to the acre 
compared to the previous record of 91 
bushels in 1971, and the average price 


The ferocity of lions and tigers is 
often exaggerated, usually as an 
excuse for killing them in the name 
of sport. 
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last year was $1.33 a bushel, in 1971 
only $1.06 a bushel. 
Corn crop value was $371 million last 
year compared to $342 million in 
banner 1971. 


The com cash figure is more than 
somewhat artificial, however, since 
about 45 per cent of the com grown on 
Ohio farms is not sold, but fed back to 
Ohio animals. 


At this fairly stable rate, farmers 
actually sold only about $152.9 million 
of their corn crop, feeding the rest. 
Livestock produces about 54 per cent of 
Ohio’s total farm income with crops 
accounting for 46 per cent.

Ham burger and pot roasts 
replace steaks for military 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With food 
prices rising, the Navy has ordered 
mess cooks to substitute hamburger for 
steaks and chops. Army troops will be 
eating more pot roast. 
The armed services—like many 
housewives- are cutting their grocery 
bills by substituting lower-priceditems 
in their menus. 
“ Menus will be just as nutritious but 
not as delicious,” explained a military 
food-service officer. 
Adm. Elmo R. Zumwalt Jr., in a 
message to all commands, noted a 20- 
per-cent rise in Navy food costs over 
the past six months. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department 
Tuesday reported a 5 per cent rise in 
food prices from mid December to 
mid-January, a 21-per-cent increase 
over last January’s prices. 
Zumwalt, 
the 
chief 
of 
naval 
operations, ordered food managers 
Jan. ll to “ suspend requisitioning of 
selected high-cost luxury and con­ 
venience items” such as steaks, roasts, 
lamb chops and lobster and to reduce 
“ consumption of other high-cost 
items.” 
Similar orders are expected shortly 
from the Marine Corps. 
The Army and Air Force have yet to 
adopt these drastic measures but of­ 


ficials indicate similar steps may be 
taken if the price trend continues. 
“ We’re watching very closely the 
rapid price rise of certain things’’ such 
as shrimp, lobster, minute steaks, 
sirloin and some fish fillets, said the 
chief of the Army’s buying program. 
“ Steak is still on the menu,” said the 
officer who asked not to be quoted by 
name, “ but we’ll have more pot roast 
and swiss steak than ever before.” 
The Defense Department had or­ 
dered the armed forces to cut beef 
purchases by IO per cent in the final 
four months of 1972. But that order, 
part of an overall administration effort 
to reduce beef prices nationwide, has 
expired. 
Also disappearing from chow halls 
will be frozen asparagus and corn on 
the cob, frozen raspberries, mixed 
nuts, frozen pizza and some com­ 
mercial salad dressings.

The follow-through is weak 


A twelfth of the way into the new 
year, 
the 
fallout 
of 
broken 
resolutions already is substantial. 
Another month or so will see a large 
percentage of the year's end good 
intentions fallen by the wayside. 


This judgment, based on past 
experience, derives new support 
from a clinical study made by two 
psychologists at the University of 
Wisconsin 
in 
M adison. 
The 


psychologists, Profs. 
G. 
Alan 
Mariatt and Burt Kaplan, sought to 
learn more about how the exercise of 
will power or self-control 
may 
change personal behavior. Their 
findings, based on study of 128 


student volunteers, point to the 
conclusion that resolutions are not 
generally a very useful means of 
changing our ways. 


This is true in particular, it seems. 
of resolutions to stop an old activity 
— a “bad habit" of some sort. On the 
average, such resolutions were kept 
only 32 days, while resolutions to 
start some new activity lasted 51 
days. 
It also turned out that young 
women make more resolutions than 
young men, and keep them longer: 
the girls, on the average, made 3.2 
resolutions and adhered to them for 
44 
days; 
the 
men 
made 
2.6 


resolutions and kept them for 41 
days. 
The jackpot question is: Why were 
resolutions broken? For answer the 
psychologists had to depend on the 
volunteers' own judgments. It is 
noteworthy that 30 per cent said they 
broke resolutions deliberately. Ten 
per cent blamed mere forgetfulness; 
more than one-third blamed circum­ 
stances beyond their control. 
Only 24 per cent admitted lacking 
the necessary will power to carry on. 
Various conclusions are possible, 
but one stands out: Most of us, for all 
our good intentions, tend to make 
excuses for ourselves when we fail to 
follow through.

WASHINGTON — You could never 
m istake Lyndon Baines Johnson’s 
origins. He was a Texan through and 
through, schooled in the politics of that 
state where political life is a form of 
guerrilla warfare.

He has nominated 
William P. Clements Jr. to be Deputy 
Secretary of Defense, a position in the 
vast corridors of the Pentagon second 
only to that of the secretary and in 
some ways with the special duties 
assigned to the deputy almost as im­ 
portant. He is chairman of the board of 
SEDCO, Inc., an oil drilling company 
that he built to a place on the New York 
Stock Exchange, making him many 
times a millionaire. 


CLEMENTS, who badly blotted his 
copy book at his confirmation hearing 
by declining to rule out the possibility 
of nuclear weapons in Vietnam, is a

and associate 
of

Republican Sen. John Tower. Tower 
was re-elected in November with 53.8 
per cent of the vote as against 67 per 
cent for Nixon. While supporting the 
Republican presidential ticket, Con­ 
nally voted for statewide Democrats. 
A hardliner, Clements served on the 
Blue - Ribbon Panel, a citizens group 
that recommended greatly increased 
defense appropriations. So far as is 
known, the deputy was nominated 
without consultation with incoming 
S ecretary of Defense 
E lliott L. 
Richardson, who is giving up HEW to 
take on the hydra-headed monster in 
the Pentagon. He is a cultivated public 
servant out of a Boston Brahmin 
background.

Tower, introducing him, contributed 
this: 
“He may not know all the four-bit 
words that Mr. Richardson knows, but 
he can be a very articulate and 
powerful persuader.” 
Tower’s Democratic oppoent was 
Barefoot Sanders, a contemporary 
version of the populism of the past. 
Potentially he is the Lyndon Johnson 
of. say. 20 years ago. Whether anything 
remains of that past or whether it has 
been wholly obscured by a massive 
coating of the green stuff only a bold 
prophet would say.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Women are 
as segregated by occupation today as 
they were 30 years ago, President 
Nixon’s Council of Economic Advisers 
reports. 
The council found that with few 
exceptions, women are still stuck in 
low-paying 
jobs 
and 
encounter 
discrimination when they seek more 
lucrative careers. Its first report on the 
economic statu s of women was 
released Tuesday. 
More fact-finding and discussion of 
the government’s 
role 
in 
helping 
women improve their situation is 
needed, the council said. 
The council cited examples of job 
prejudice against wom en: “ some 
clients reject women lawyers, some 
custom ers 
reject 
autom obile 
saleswomen, and some workers reject 
women bosses.” 
It said employers often exaggerate 
the risk of a woman’s job instability or 
her potential unacceptability to his 
clientele, and they screen her out of ad­ 
vanced 
training 
and 
advanced 
positions. 
“The low representation of women in 
positions of responsibility is striking,” 
the report said. 
The CEA said many income and job 
differences stem from assumptions by 
both men and women that a woman’s 
place is in the home and her job comes 
second.

SEWING FASHION FABRICS 
Let the w inter winds blow — it’s 
spring in the fabric stores! Among this 
year’s spring fabrics, you'll find m ore 
woven synthetics, such as Quiana and 
texturized polyester. 
These woven synthetics present one 
big sewing problem — puckering. To 
avoid puckering 
in 
seam s, 
hem s, 
zippers, and facings, follow these tips: 
Use a fine needle, size 9 to ll. The 
needle m ust be sharp; a burred needle 
pulls threds. producing a puckery look. 
Sharp scissors are a must, too. 
Use a synthetic thread — either 
cotton-covered polyester core or spun- 
yarn type. 
Adjust the sewing m achine until both 
upper and lower tensions are loosely 
balanced. 
Keep the pressure on the pressor foot 
as light as possible, but heavy enough 
to let the fabric feed evenly through the 
m achine. Too much pressure keeps the 
top layer of fabric 
from 
feeding 
through as fast as the bottom layer and 
seam puckering results. Try using 
hand tension to help the fabric feed 
through evenly. Don't pull the fabric; 
just apply firm hand tension behind 
and in front of the needle. 
Use a throat plate with a sm all round 
opening rath er than the throat plate 
with the wide oval opening used for 
zigzagging. If you have no other plate, 
tape paper over the throat plate so the 
needle creates a sm aller hole. 
Sew at a m oderate even pace with 
few stops and starts. 
Other hints: Puckering is m ore acute 
with straight seam s, so select a pat­ 
tern with bias or cross-wise grain 
seam s. Preshrink all findings, 
in­ 
cluding zippers. Most woven synthetics 
ravel, so a seam finish m ay be needed.

As of July 3, 1972, a new perm anent 
care labeling rule by the Federal Trade 
Commission was put into effect. This

During a visit to Ft. Lee, an officer 
was asked directions to the training 
school. “ An enlisted aides course?” he 
said. “Oh, you m ean the charm school. 
Over there.” 


He pointed to a two-story, World W ar 
II-era 
building 
th a t 
h a s 
been 
remodeled to include five apartm ents. 
Each resem bles a general’s quarters 
and includes a living room, dining 
room, two bedrooms and a bathroom . 
Red and white carnations are carefully 
arranged on m any tables. 
The A rm y’s enlisted aides course has 
been located in the building since the 
program started in January 
1969. 
Courses are given six tim es a year, and 
the Army reports a total of 404 
graduates. The waiting list of generals 
requesting aides is now at about 80. 
Some generals don’t ask for aides, 
according to the spokesm an. 


He said soldiers spend 70 hours 
learning the duties and responsibilities 
of an enlisted aide, 109 hours on 
m anagem ent of dining facilities and 
137 hours on “ the advanced principles 
of cooking, baking and garnishing.”

COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) — State 
Public Utilities Commission Chairman 
Henry Eckhart says a check needs to 
be made on service provided by Ohio’s 
independent telephone companies. 
Eckhart said PUCO research showed 
Ohio's 
four 
largest 
independent 
telephone companies are averaging 
about nine times the number of com­ 
plaints as the two Bell companies oper­ 
ating in the state. 


In 1971, Ohio Bell and Cincinnati Bell 
averaged 1.53 complaints per 10,000 
main stations, Eckhart said. 
In comparison, the four independent 
com panies—U nited, G eneral, M id 
Continent and Northern Ohio—had an 
average of 16.5 complaints per 10,000 
main stations. 


Eckhart attributed part of the in­ 
crease 
in 
complaints 
to 
a 
new 
regulation requiring all telephone 
companies to list the PUCO ’s phone 
number, and increased PUCO activity. 


“ The independent companies and the 
Commission must take a new hard look 
at service being provided to this oor- 
tion of Ohio's telephone subscribers,” 
he said.

‘I’d say at least half of the tow was 
afraid, especially the fellows who 
depended on tourists—like m e,” 
Tommy Combs, owner of a small 
motel, said. 
Carrollton, population 4,200, is 
situated on U.S. 42, halfway between 
Louisville and Cincinnati. It has both 
the Ohio and Kentucky rivers on its 
borders, but isn’t a port of call for ei­ 
ther of them. 
For years, the steady parade of cars 
and trucks poured through the town, a 
percentage of them stopping for rest, 
food or lodging and making Carrollton 
just a little bit richer. 
Then, in the summer of 1969,1-71 was 
opened to traffic. 
“So many people here made the 
remark that they’d seen other towns 
where the interstates killed ‘em,” 
Randall Kelly, a liquor store clerk, re­ 
called. 
But, for Carrollton, it wasn’t that 
way at all. If anything, the community 
has prospered since that summer day 
in 1969 and the concrete snake called I- 
71 has helped it. 
“When the interstate road first 
opened, we had a reduction in traffic 
flow, of course,” H. C. Fryman, 
assistant cashier at a local bank, said. 
“But this was mainly heavy trucks 
and that sort of thing and those people 
weren’t stopping here much anyway. 
For them, our being centrally located 
didn’t mean much. They just wanted to 
get to Louisville or Cincinnati as fast as 
they could,” he added. 
William G. “Butch” Livesay, who 
operates a restaurant and bar, figures 
the profit and loss regarding the in­ 
terstate just about balanced out as far 
as Carrollton was concerned. 


And having a state park next door 
was the key, he said. 
“Sure there was a lot of traffic here 
on 42, but the volume is probably 
double or triple that on 1-71 and if 
you’ve got that many people on the 
interstate, there are bound to be more 
that stop off,” he said. 
“And, in the summer, we have a lot 
of tourist trade and Gen. Butler State 
Park brings a lot of that,” his wife, 
Lynne, said. 
Then, too, Carrollton now is the 
world’s second largest Burley tobacco 
market “and I think that helps bring 
people into the town,” waitress Emma 
Sherman said. 
During the 15 years that 1-71 was on 
the drawing board, industry came to 
Carrollton. Dow Corning has a plant 
just outside town; 
a division of 
American Can Co. is situated closer to 
the city limits and Kentucky Utilities 
Co. has an expanding power plant eight 
miles north, at Ghent, Ky. 
“We never would have bought up this 
plant site except for the interstate,” 
Arthur Mandell, plant manager for 
American Can’s M&T chemical plant, 
said, adding that he employs 310 
persons. 
Of course, everyone couldn’t profit 
from the new road. “It always happens 
to a small town. When you get good 
roads leading out of it, your customers 
leave home to shop,” grocer Harold 
Carlisle said. 
“But, really, I can’t see much dif­ 
ference in my business,” he added. 
Neither can Combs, the hotel owner. 
“I believe there are as many 
traveling people spending money in 
Carrollton as there were when they 
traveled old 42,” Combs said.

NEW YORK (AP) — You can detect 
in President Nixon’s economic report 
to Congress the satisfaction of a man 
who feels he has wrestled some very 
big economic problems and now has 
them nearly tamed and responsive to 
his will. 
While the general prediction is that it 
will be another “very good” year, he 
said, “I believe it can be a great year.” 
And in the spirit of things he has set 
some goals that critics might think 
quite optimistic. 
But it is clear too that he is extremely 
wary that these very same problems, 
inflation especially, might challenge 
his leadership. It can be a great year, 
he said, only if we are prudent. By 
implication: more restraint, less self- 
indulgence. 
These are some of the pocketbook 
goals the President has set: 
—A continued reduction in the in­ 
flation rate to around 3 per cent, 
averaged out for the year, and a rate of 
even less than that during the final 
months of 1973. 
This is a critical goal and one to 
watch all year long. Many private 
economists feel the rate will be 3.5 per 
cent or above. Moreover, they fear it 
might be rising rather than falling as 
the year progresses. 
It also is a goal that can be reached 
only by a bumpy road. Food is expected 
to make headlines in the next few 
weeks as record-high farm 
prices 
arrive at the checkout counter. It won’t 
seem like inflation is receding. 
The administration concedes it has 
set its sights high, and it appears to be 
relying both on the self-discipline of 


producers and consumers in exercising 
restraint, and the discipline of the big 
stick it hasn’t used so far. 
—Less optimism is shown in regard 
to employment. It is even suggested 
that the level of idleness that must be 
tolerated has been raised from 4 per 
cent of the work force to 4.5 per cent, at 
least for 1973. 
The job goal is for a jobless rate of 
about 4.5 per cent by late in the year, 
compared with 5.6 per cent last year

—Good prospects are foreseen also 
for homebuyers, as more than 2 million 
units become available for the third 
straight year. Add to that figure a 
rough total of one-half million mobile 
homes and you have a boom. 
If that level is achieved it will tend to 
keep prices from rising sharply as in 
the previous two years, when there was 
a larger backlog of unsatisfied 
demand.

The network says that dialogue 
covers events in South Vietnam since 
Saturday’s cease-fire and Thieu’s 
thoughts on political prospects in his 
country in the months ahead. 
Both programs come on the same 
night of yet another CBS news ex­ 
clusive — the final talk any reporter 
had with former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson prior to Johnson’s death last 
month. 
That special, which already was 
scheduled, is being broadcast after the 
Kissinger interview. It covers what 
Johnson considered his greatest ac­ 
complishment — progress in equal 
rights for all Americans. Entitled 
“ L B J: The Last Interview,’’ the 
program was filmed at the LBJ ranch 
in Texas IO days before the former 
president died of a heart attack. 
His interview with Walter Cronkite 
was conducted in guest quarters called 
the Cedar House. The whole thing took 
less than two hours, interrupted only 
when Johnson suffered an attack of 
angina pectoris. 
He stepped outside briefly to take a 
nitroglycerine tablet that eased the 
pain, then returned and insisted on 
continuing the interview, according to 
the show’s producer, Burton Benjamin. 
The completed program contains 
film clips of Johnson’s major civil 
rights addresses, among them his 
famous 1965 speech to Congress that 
included the black rallying cry: “We 
shall overcome!’’ 
Cronkite noted that many say 
Johnson, in his zeal to do something for 
the blacks and underprivileged of this 
country, “ promised so much and the 
delivery was difficult. 
“ Do you 
think that 
you 
over­ 
promised?” he asked. 
Johnson’s stubborn pride showed in 
his first answer: “ No, I don’t know 
what we promised. We had certain 
goals and we made certain recom­ 
mendations ... but I’m unaware of a lot 
of promises we had made that weren’t 
fulfilled.” 
Cronkite rephrased the question, 
putting it in the context of “ the promise 
of a better life,” 
Johnson backed into the answer. He 
first credited his adm inistration’s 
accomplishments in civil rights, 
medical care and education to the 
groundwork laid 20 years earlier by 
President Harry S. Truman. 
“ I just happened to be the catalyst,” 
he 
said 
in 
part. 
He 
finally 
acknowledged that “a great many 
people did say we went too far and we 
went too fast. And we well might have, 
but the country was long overdue.” 
The hour with Johnson contains 
much more, but its primary virtue is 
that it gives us a long impression of a 
proud, complex man in the twilight of 
major accomplishments and defeats.
